Birth statistics. 


The birth~rate for 1968 was the highest for many 
years, and was considerably higher than the National rate, 


inere sas clicshu ainerease in the number of 
PiteeiGimate bicuis. 


No Suilil-births were recorded. 
Mortality statistics, 


The general death-rate was the lowest for several 
years, and considerably lower than the National death~rate. 


There was an increase in the number of deaths 
attributable to Cancer, bringing the Cancer death~-rate for 
the Borough slightly higher than the National rate, 


There was also a small increase in the number of 
Infant deaths, and accidental deaths. One death attributed 
to Tuberculosis was the same as for the preceding year. 


Infectious Diseases, 


The intensive Immunisation campaign which has 
been going on for several years, and which included Measles 
over the past year, is reflected in the low incidence of 
Infectious Disease in the Borough during 1968. It is the 
shortest list reported over the past 20 years. 


infective Hepatitis (Jaundice) is now notifiable, 
but no notifications were received for the Borough during 
1968. 


Environmental Hygiene, 


There ere no major hygiene or sanitary problems 
in the Borough, 


The disposal of refuse, and the standard of 
hygiene in food premises, regubre a little more supervision. 


There is still a fairly high proportion of old 
and sub~standard property which requires some action under 
the various housing Acts. 
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Due to the long illness and subseguént death of 
in De Bavaens, she Public Health Inspector, Part [I of this 
Report is somewhat curtailed.
